Three Canadians 
detained in Israel 

Loved ones await return of Victoria man 


Foreign Affairs now says 
three Canadians are being 
detained in Israel follow¬ 
ing a military raid on a 
convoy of ships off the 
Gaza coast. 

A department spokes¬ 
woman says officials are 
working with Israeli au¬ 
thorities to provide con¬ 
sular assistance to the 
Canadians, whose names 
were not released. 

The daughter of Kevin 
Neish, a retired marine en¬ 
gineer from Victoria, has 
identified him as one of 
the three but says he 
should be home soon. 

Jennifer Neish says For¬ 
eign Affairs has confirmed 
her 53-year-old father is 
alive and well and will be 
deported from Israel with¬ 
in 72 hours. 

Neish was aboard one of 
six vessels on a mission to 
cany humanitarian relief to 
the blockaded Gaza Strip. 

Nine of the pro-Palestin¬ 


ian activists on board were 
killed when Israeli soldiers 
stormed the flotilla Mon¬ 
day morning. 

Neish was going to re¬ 
pair a well in a Palestinian 
community 
in Gaza but, 
on the ship, 
he was as¬ 
signed to 
“defend” 
journalists 
in the event 
of a military 
boarding. 

“Since the 
Israeli mili- 
taiy always tries to seize 
the media first to destroy 
evidence, my job is to non- 
violently get in the way of 
the Israeli commandos in a 
narrow passageway for 
about 30 seconds so the 
journalists can upload their 
reports,” he wrote late last 
month on the website Dia¬ 
logue with Diversity. 

“It should be interesting, 


to say the least.” 

Neish’s brother Steve 
said news that his younger 
sibling would soon be 
home was a welcome relief. 

“I’m going to congratu¬ 
late him on a job well 
done,” he said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. “He’s 
more aware of how bad 
the incident was and how 
terribly it turned out. He’s 
more aware of that than 
anybody. I don’t think we 
have to talk too much to 
him about that.” 

Neish's friend Zoe Blunt 
said he'll get “a hero’s wel¬ 
come” when he returns to 
Canadian soil. 

Among those waiting 
anxiously to see him will 
be another friend, Anne 
Hansen. 

“I guess he’ll get a big 
hug,” she said with a 
laugh. “I wish I could be 
first in line but I probably 
won’t be.”

Criminal, civil probes 
opened into oil spill 


U.S. Attorney General Eric 
Holder said yesterday 
that federal authorities 
have opened criminal 
and civil investigations 
into the nation’s worst oil 
spill, and BP lost billions 
in market value when 
shares dropped in the 
first trading day since the 
company failed yet again 
to plug the gusher. 

Investors presumably re¬ 
alized the best chance to 
stop the leak was months 
away and there was no end 
in sight to the cleanup. As 
BP settled in for the long 
term, Holder announced 
the criminal probe, 
though he would not spec¬ 
ify the companies or indi¬ 
viduals that might be tar¬ 
geted. 


“We will 
closely exam¬ 
ine the ac¬ 
tions of those 
involved in 
the spill. If we 
find evidence 
of illegal be¬ 
haviour, we 
will be extremely forceful 
in our response,” Holder 
said in New Orleans.

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BoC bumps up 
interest rate 


Borrowing costs for 
consumers and businesses 
are slated to start rising 
moderately after the Bank 
of Canada moved off its 
ultra-stimulative 
monetary policy 
yesterday, hiking its 
trendsetting interest rate 
a quarter point. 

It was the first time in al¬ 
most three years that the 
central bank actually 
raised the policy rate but it 
will still be regarded as a 
bold and perhaps risky 
move on the part of gover¬ 
nor Mark Carney. 

The move lifts the trend¬ 
setting overnight rate to 0.5 
per cent and puts Canada 
first among the world’s G7 
leading economies to start 
tightening monetaiy policy 
— and it may remain out 
on a limb for some time. 

Most analysts don’t ex¬ 
pect any others among the 
big seven to start raising 
interest rates until next 
year at the earliest. 

The initial reaction of 
markets was to take the 
Canadian dollar down al¬ 
most a cent to close at 94.88

Bank of Canada 
governor Mark 
Carney raised the overnight 
rate to 0.5 per cent, up from 
0.25 per cent, where it had 
been since April 2009.

Scotiabank economist 
Derek Holt said the mar¬ 
ket reaction was in line 
with expectations that 
Carney would be more 
“hawkish” in his state¬ 
ment. Instead, the bank 
statement seemed to cast 
doubt whether it would 
continue to raise rates or 
take a pause. 

“Given the considerable 
uncertainty surrounding 
the outlook, any 
further reduc¬ 
tion of mone¬ 
tary stimulus 
would have to 
be weighed 
carefully 

against domestic 
and global economic 
developments,” the bank 
said. 

Markets had already 
largely priced in a quarter- 



point hike and most ana¬ 
lysts had forecast Carney 
would keep making incre¬ 
mental increases for the 
rest of the year. 

“They can have their 
cake and eat it too by sig¬ 
nalling they are serious 
about reinforcing price 
stability, but they are not 
going to go too far out on a 
limb,” said Holt. 

The decision will likely 
affect financial vehicles 
such as variable rate mort¬ 
gages and lines of credit 
tied to the prime rate. 

But Holt said a quarter- 
point hike is so small that it 
will have little impact on 
borrowing behaviour.

BANK PROFITS Canada's five 
biggest banks raked in a collec¬ 
tive $5.01 billion in profits dur¬ 
ing the second quarter, hold¬ 
ing steady with results from 
the previous period but still 
missing inflated analyst expec¬ 
tations.

Peter Laviolette went on

The Philadelphia Flyers 
coach was probably trying 
to plant doubt in the minds 
of the Blackhawks after 
Chicago took the first two 
games of the Stanley Cup 
final on home ice. They 
now face Games 3 and 4 in 
the hostile confines of the 
Wachovia Center. 

Game 3 is set for tonight 
(CBC, 6 p.m.), with the Fly¬ 
ers looking to rebound 
from a pair of closely con¬ 
tested, one-goal losses. 

“We’ve got to put more 
pressure on their goal- 
tender,” said Laviolette. 
“He’s a rookie goaltender 
playing in the Stanley Cup 
finals. 

“We have to get on the 
board here and put a little 
bit of doubt there.” 

If that wasn’t enough, 
Laviolette had another 
shovel of pressure to throw 
on the 26-year-old Niemi, 


who took over the No. 1 job 
from Cristobal Huet mid¬ 
season and has started 
every playoff game for 
Chicago. 

“Our team is capable of 
scoring a lot of goals — put 
a lot of pressure on him,” 
said Laviolette. “It’s a tough 
position, goaltending. 

“He’s representing a city 
that hasn’t won a Cup in 50 
years (since 1961, actually). 


We have to give him a 
crack of doubt. We can do 
that (Wednesday) night.”

Awesome threesome 



he last time I 
drove a three- 
wheeler I didn’t 
wear a CSA-ap- 
proved motorcycle 
helmet nor sign a five-page 
waiver. 

But unlike my SuperCy- 
cle tricycle of long, long 
ago, the 2010 Can Am RS 
Spyder is packing al06-hp 
990-cc V-twin engine and is 
actually allowed on the 
highway. So helmet use is 
not only prudent, it’s the 
law. And I’m totally OK 
with waivers. Believe me, if 
there was some way I could 
“waiver myself” on occa¬ 
sion, to protect myself 
from myself, I would. 

Notwithstanding the 
waiver and the helmet re¬ 
quirements, the good peo¬ 
ple running this ride and 
drive event, tell me that 


this three-wheeler is safe, 
safe, safe. 

“The entire purpose of 
this three-wheel design is 
its inherent stability,” says 
Ben DaPonte, a district 
sales manager with Bom¬ 
bardier Recreational Prod¬ 
ucts (BRP). 

“It is designed to give 
you the same wind in your 
face motorcycle experi¬ 
ence, but with the safety 
features of a sports car, 
such as ABS, stability con¬ 
trol, and traction control.” 

Yes, this is the same Bom¬ 
bardier firm from Quebec, 
which brought us the Ski- 
Doo and Sea-Doo. BRP has 
been making the Spyder at 
its Valcourt, Que., facility 
for three years already. (The 
very first Spyder RS was 
sold to Jay Leno.) 

But you’re not alone if 
you are suddenly more 
aware of them. For one 
thing, the company is cur¬ 
rently running its first 
print and TV advertising 
campaign. The campaign 
was precipitated around 
the arrival of Can-Am’s 
new touring model, the 
Spyder RT. 

“For the first couple of 


years, we never ran a single 
ad,” notes DaPonte. 

The Spyder RS I took out, 
was my first (powered) 
three-wheeler. If you’re 
used to motorcycles and 
their leaning ways, the Spy¬ 
der will feel oddly “level” 
around comers. Make no 
mistake, however, that it 
rips around corners, 
though a lot of that hap¬ 
pens through computer- 
controlled technology. 

The controls differ 
slightly. My tester had the 
optional semi-automatic 
transmission. No clutch. 
Gears are selected sequen¬ 
tially, via a thumb-activat¬ 
ed selector on the left han¬ 
dlebar. One brake pedal, 
by your right foot, acti¬ 
vates all three brakes. Sim¬ 
ple as pie. 

I’m even warming up to 
the styling, which I initially 
thought was “too Ski-Doo” 
and seemed always to look 
better when there was no 
rider sitting on it — not 
quite as integrated as the 
rider/motorcycle oneness.

According to many own¬ 
ers, the Sunfire and Cava¬ 
lier were also refined and 
comfortable relative to 
their price. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE: Com¬ 
mon complaints tend to 
deal with unwelcomed 
sounds — including 


squeaks and rattles, road 
noise and squealing 
brakes. Some owners wish 
for more power from the 
older 2.2 litre engine, too. 

COMMON ISSUES: Start 
your test-drive by inspect¬ 
ing all interior electronics 
for proper operation- in¬ 
cluding power windows, 
the sunroof and the cli¬ 
mate control fan speed se¬ 
lector. The latter should 
work on all speed settings, 
not just “high.” If that’s 
not the case, a new blower-

HISTORY/DESCRIPTION: 

The Cavalier and Sun¬ 
fire were two me- 
chanically-identical 
GM small sedan or 
coupe models sold 
under the Chevro¬ 
let and Pontiac 
brands, respective¬ 
ly. Sharing the J-Body 
platform, these twins 
were eventually replaced 
by the Chevrolet Cobalt 
and Pontiac G5 Pursuit. 

The Cavalier and Sunfire 
weren’t out to set any 
records for refinement or 
performance, but they’re a 
popular choice where 
price and value are con¬ 
cerned. 

Coupe, convertible or 
sedan models were avail¬ 
able with four-cylinder 
power and automatic or 


manual 
transmissions. 
With relatively 
plentiful selection, 
finding an ideal used can¬ 
didate in your price range 
should be fairly easy. 

Older machines got a 
low-tech 2.2 litre unit with 
115 or 120 horsepower, de¬ 
pending on the year. This 
engine wasn’t fancy or 
fast, but it was decent on 
fuel, simple, reliable, and 
cheap to repair. 

Optional was a 2.4 litre 
four-cylinder engine with 


dual overhead cams. It was 
employed in the sportier 
Cavalier Z24 and Sunfire 
GT models, and created 
155 horsepower. Some 
owners argue that this is 
the “least” reliable engine 
in the model range, 
though it is the most pow¬ 
erful. 

Later in life, the Cavalier 
and Sunfire got a new 2.2 
litre, 140 horsepower 
ECOTEC unit that replaced 
both earlier engines from 
2002 and onwards. 

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: Own- 


motor resistor is likely 
needed. 

Does the car sound like 
it’s got a trunk full of junk 
when driven over bumps? 
If so, worn out strut 
mounts are probably to 
blame. 

Similar sound effects 
from the front end indi¬ 
cate that mechanical at¬ 
tention is needed, too. 

Avoid a model with ex¬ 
tensive body or powertrain 
modifications, and be sure 
to inspect the car fully for 
rust — including beneath 
the vehicle and under the 
carpeting in the trunk and 
footwells. 

Finally, check the condi¬ 
tion and level of all fluids, 
budgeting for a full fluid 
change and tune-up if 
you’re unsure of the vehi¬ 
cle’s service history. 

THE VERDICT: As with any 
used car, maintenance is 
key. If you find a deal on a 
J-Body that’s been well tak¬ 
en care of, you’ll likely 
find it a low-cost and de¬ 
cently reliable ride. Just 
stay on top of the pre¬ 
scribed regular mainte¬ 
nance to keep it that way.

If you've never heard of 
the Kia Magentis, you're 
not alone. Despite the suc¬ 
cess Kia has enjoyed here 
in recent years, the 
Magentis may be one of 
the most obscure cars in 
the Canadian market.

speakers and steering wheel 
controls, keyless entry, man¬ 
ual air conditioning, heated 
front seats, windshield 
wiper de-icer and 16-inch 
wheels. All in all, it’s a pretty 
impressive entry-level pack¬ 
age. A five-speed automatic 
transmission adds $1,200 to 
the price. 

This is more of a driver’s 
car than the other trim 
lines as it has a sport-tuned 
suspension and steering 
wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters. I’m not sure how 


often drivers would use 
these paddle shifters, but 
it’s a nice touch neverthe¬ 
less. 

The interior appears very 
spacious with generous 
rear seat legroom, certain¬ 
ly on par with others in the 
segment. Trunk room is 
generous and the 60/40 
split rear seats can also be 
folded down to add to the 
cargo capacity. 

The cabin is quiet and 
comfortable at speed and 
although this trim level 


was equipped with the 
sport suspension, the ride 
tends toward the comfort 


side of the ledger, handling 
bumps and potholes with¬ 
out too much jarring.

Ford Smartguage teaches green lessons 


You know that you should 
drive in a fuel-efficient 
manner to save gasoline, 
but do you always know if 
you’re doing the best you 
can? Ford has made it easi¬ 
er with the SmartGauge, 
found on the Fusion Hy¬ 
brid. 

The gauge, which can be 
programmed into one of 
four levels of information, 
was named the winner of 


the 2010 Best New Green 
Technology by the Auto¬ 
mobile Journalists Associa¬ 
tion of Canada (AJAC). 

“We designed the cluster 
to coach the driver to max¬ 
imize fuel efficiency,” says 
Sonya Nematollahi, Ford 
driving information engi¬ 
neering supervisor. “We 
did a lot of customer re¬ 
search and it came to this 
concept of coaching. Driv¬ 


ers don’t want to be 
preached, but like a good 
coach, you’re rewarding 
them.” 

Drivers are rewarded by 
a picture of a vine, which 
“grows” leaves during fuel- 
efficient driving. If your 
foot is too heavy, the 
leaves fall off. The picture 
can be shut off if it’s con¬ 
sidered too distracting, but 
Nematollahi says the 


gauge was carefully re¬ 
searched to avoid drawing 
too much attention. 

“We used a virtual test 
that simulates road condi¬ 
tions, and customers came 
in and drove it,” she says. 

“Through the feedback, 
we made changes to the 
gauge to make it perfect, 
so it won’t be distracting. 
We studied colours that 
weren’t too fatiguing or 


wouldn’t wash out in the 
sun.” 

Indeed, since the leaves 
appear in a cluster, rather 
than a straight line that 
might encourage the driv¬ 
er to count them, a quick 
glance is sufficient to 
judge how well you’re do¬ 
ing. The gauge’s LCD 
screens can be pro¬ 
grammed with incremen¬ 
tal amounts of informa¬ 



tion. Especially useful is a 
gauge that shows how 
close the vehicle is to run¬ 
ning solely on electricity: 
the driver can run more of¬ 
ten on the battery if he or 
she knows exactly when to 
let off on the throttle.

The life of the party 

Get Him to the Greek shines light on rock star excess

Just how far-fetched is Get 
Him to the Greek, the new 
movie by Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall director Nicholas 
Stoller, which reprises 
Russell Brand’s rock star 
character from that him? 

In the comedy, which 
opens this Friday, record 
company exec Sergio Roma 
(Sean “P. Diddy” Combs) en¬ 
trusts intern Aaron Green 
(Jonah Hill) with the task of 
getting England’s Aldous 
Snow (Brand) to his 10-year 
anniversary concert at the 
Los Angeles Greek Theatre. 

“He is rock music person¬ 
ified,” Green notes, and the 
craziness ensues from your 
basic all-night party antics 
to the oP drug balloon up 
the bum trick to clear air¬ 
port security (a.lc.a. “candy 
in the jar,” as Roma puts it). 

Many people might think 
the script is over the top, 
but ask anyone in the mu¬ 
sic business and they’ll 
have at least one similar 
story. Toronto’s R.J. Guha 
recalls promoting a concert 
in the mid-’90s by Lee 
Scratch Perry when the Ja¬ 
maican reggae/dub legend 
refused to perform. 

“He said, ‘The hotel’s 
haunted. I’m not staying 
here and I’m not playing’,” 
recalls Guha. “Then he de¬ 
cided to play and even then 
he was late, showed up and 
blew his whistle all night.” 

Record producer David 
Bendeth (Breaking Ben¬ 
jamin, Papa Roach, Hedley), 
a British-born Canadian 
now running his own stu¬ 
dio in New Jersey, says 
“stuff happens” between 2 
a.m. and 6 a.m. — “that’s 
when artists get into trou¬ 
ble.” Knowing this, he 
doesn’t schedule any 
recording sessions before 
noon, and still they “never” 
start on time. “Then we 
have the maid open the 
room and we find 33 beers 
on the floor. That’s hap¬ 
pened like 20 times.” 

Cam Carpenter, who has 
done marketing, artist rela¬ 
tions, publicity, marketing 
and A&R for the majors, re¬ 
calls a misunderstanding 
with an English rock star 
when he didn’t go back- 
stage after a show. He had 
seen him earlier, but was 
later spotted hanging out

with the opener. After the 
irate singer wailed on the 
label president, Carpenter 
had to rush to Ottawa to 
straighten things out. 

“I called a limo to take 
me home to grab a change 
of clothes, went to Cheny 
Beach to catch an Air Cana¬ 


da helicopter to get 
to Pearson, flew to 
Ottawa, caught a 
limo to the venue and 
made it to soundcheck on 
time, only to find out he re¬ 
fused to see me,” Carpenter 
says, sounding like this 
could be a follow-up to Get 



Him to the Greek. 

“I caught a drive to Mon¬ 
treal the next day, was 
turned down at sound- 
check again and then one 
hour after the sold-out 
show was taken in to the 
dressing room for our one- 
on-one. He seemed happy 
to see me, we had a pint 
and whatever was bother¬ 
ing him seemed to be for¬ 
gotten.” 

Chances are 
when Roma tells 
Green in the 
movie, “Your job is 
to control the artist. 
If he’s too messed up, 
hit him with this adren¬ 
alin needle,” that no other 
record exec has gone to 
that extreme. But there 
might be someone out 
there with a story like that.

INGREDIENTS: 

500 g skinless boneless 
chicken breasts, cubed 
1 yellow onion, cut into 
chunks 

225 g mushrooms, 
quartered 

1 cup chicken broth 
3 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tsp rosemary 

1/4 tsp each salt and pep¬ 
per 

2 tbsp cornstarch mixed 
with 1/4 cup cold water 
1 cup peas 

1 jar sliced pimentos, 
drained 

BISCUITS: 

1/2 cup buttermilk 
1/2 tsp minced onion 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
1/4 tsp baking soda 
1/8 tsp salt 

3 tbsp butter 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). In large pot, com¬ 
bine chicken, onion 
chunks, mushrooms, 
broth, garlic, rosemary, 1/4 
tsp salt and pepper. Boil, 


then simmer, uncovered, 

3 minutes. Stir in 
cornstarch mixture. Cook 
2 minutes. Stir in peas and 
pimentos; set aside. 

2. For biscuits, combine 
buttermilk and minced 
onion; set aside. In large 
bowl, stir flour, baking 
powder, baking soda, and 
1/8 tsp salt. Using pastry 
blender, cut in butter until 
mixture resembles coarse 
crumbs. Stir in buttermilk 
mixture just until 
combined. 

3. Pat dough into 23-cm 
circle. Cut 9 biscuits with 
5-cm cutter. Bring chicken 
mixture to boil; transfer to 
2-L casserole. Arrange bis¬ 
cuits on top. Bake 20 min¬ 
utes or until biscuits are 
golden.
